After the last section, add the following and renumber sections and 1 
internal references accordingly: 2 

"Sec. 501. (NEW) (Effective October 1, 2009) Any allopathic or 3 
osteopathic physician, licensed under the provisions of chapter 370 of 4 
the general statutes; chiropractor, licensed under the provisions of 5 
chapter 372 of the general statutes; or natureopath, licensed under the 6 
provisions of chapter 373 of the general statutes, shall provide a 7 
discharge summary to a patient upon the performance of a procedure, 8 
adjustment or manipulation for the treatment of vertebral subluxations 9 
or malpositioned articulations. The discharge summary required 10 
pursuant to this section shall be provided once, on an annual basis, to 11 
any patient who receives such procedure, adjustment or manipulation, 12 
at the time of such patient's initial visit during the calendar year to the 13 
offices of an allopathic or osteopathic physician, chiropractor or 14 
natureopath. For purposes of this section, "discharge summary" means 15 
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the provision of written notification to a patient of the risks associated 16 
with such procedure, adjustment or manipulation, including, but not 17 
limited to, risk of stroke, permanent disability or death and 18 
instructions upon the occurrence of medical conditions incident to 19 
those risks. 20
